FALL RECORDS IN LaFrance Rea Adds 


INDIANA BUSINESS 
BELIEVED AHEAD 


August Best Month in 
History; Dealer 
Stocks High 


By ARTHUR C. BUCK 
NDIANAPOLIS, 
] 23.—With sales of 
new passenger cars and 
trucks in Indianapolis and the 
state of Indiana at record lev- 
els for the first eight months, 
conditions in dealer and fac- 
tory stocks here indicate fur- 
ther records would be made 
during the fall months. 

Sales of the eight months exceed- 


ed all of 1928 
In a great

many cases, if not in 
the majority, dealers’ stocks were 
held to be much too high for this 
Season despite the fact that sales 
were far ahead of any previous fall 
months on _ record August sales 
figures given out during the past 
week showed that month in In- 
diana was the best in history from 
standpoint of unit sales of cars and 
trucks, the latter having had the 
second best month of the year. 

The overstocked new car condi- 
tion prevalent here may be | 
partly traced to drives on the | 
part of a number of _ deal- 
ers to reduce their stocks of 
used material and a tendency to 
neglect the new car trade while 
pushing these campaigns. This 
very often was found to have pro- 
duced another evil while seeking 
to cure the first, new cars piling 
up on dealers’ contracts while at- 
tention was being centered on the 
old cars. 

One dealer operating § several 
miles from the high-rent district oc- 
cupied by automobile row seems to 
have been singly and signally suc- 
cessful in coping with the situation 
despite a large new car turnover 
His failure to advertise his mer- 
chandise or to exert any special ef- 
fort toward selling his used cars has 
puzzled his competitors for months 
and the secret of his method ap- 
pears to be his willingness to take a 
loss and forget it when it becomes 
necessary, his sole concern being to 
keep the stock turning.

Employment: e large indus- 
trial plants in the Detroit area 
showed an increase of 15 per cent. 
between January 1 and August 3}, 
over the same period a year ago. 

During the first eight months au- 
tomobile production at parts plants 
all over the country was at a high 
point and has greatly added to the 
prosperity of the country 

Automobile parts plants are grad- 
ually branching out into the air- 
plane parts business and reports 
from the parts organizations are to 
the effect that this business has 
shown gains during the _ present 
year 

Motor car production at many ot 
the factories has fallen off follow- 
ing the very heavy demand earlier 
in the year This does not mean 
that any of the plants are down. It 
does mean that demand for cars is 
not so heavy and that factories have 
been forced to curtail output. A 
great many motor cars are being 
turned out every day, but not at the 
rapid pace that obtained during 
March, April, May, June and July. 

This condition is natural and is 
one that usually occurs every year 
at this time. Nearly every one in- 
terested in the motor car business 
has noticed that the majority of 
the new models were announced 
later in the season this year. 
There was a time when practically 

every company was announcing 

new cars during August. There 
remains a great number of an- 
nouncements to come this year 
and these probably will be made 

sometime before January 1. 

An increase in business is antici- 
pated by the latter part of October, 
or from that time to the middle of 
November. 

We hear a great deal about pro- 
duction and new records that have 
been set up. Of course factories and 
executives always are pleased to set 
up new production figures but, at 
the same time, they are more in- 
terested in net profits. 

The motor car business continues 
in a highly flourishing condition and 
this undoubtedly will be one of the 
most profitable years in the history 
of the industry.

had been fired from his job 
Edison lost his job in Port 
Huron in 1864,” Winter said. “His 


employer thought he was not ziv- 
ing enough time to the telegraph 
office, which at that time was 
located in a book store. When he 
should have been at the key, Edi- 
son was usually in the cellar 
where he kept his experimental 
apparatus.” 

Edison later found employment 


in Stratford, Ont., but was fired 
in less than a month. 

“Edison was supposed to_call 
his main office every hour,” Win- 
ter continued. “He rigged up an 
outfit which sent the cal] letters 
in automatically. When his boss 


found out about the arrangement 
he gave Edison the gate.” 

These new sidelights on Edison’s 
life have been causing a great deal 
of amusement among Detroiters 


BY the way, speaking of Ford, he 
seems to be garnering many a 
relic which will be brought to 
Detroit and placed in Americana, 
his plot at Dearborn, Mich. 
The court house at Postville, I., 
where Abraham Lincoln practiced 


law from 1840 to 1848, has been

Money is more readily available 
for purchases than last year, and 
while most cars are purchased on a 
part cash and deferred payments 
basis because of the fact that inter- 
est rates charged are lower than the 
prevailing Texas interest rates 
chasers are making larger cash 
ments than usual, indicating 
perous conditions throughout 
state 

New car sales in Dallas for the 
first eight months of 1929 have ex- 
ceeded the 1928 mark by nearly 40 
per cent., according to a report is- 
sued this week by J. H. Connell, 
executive secretary of the Dallas 
Automotive Trades Association. 

“The volume of automobile sales 
in the Dallas market during this 
year,’ Mr. Connell reported. “is not 
only remarkable for the total num- 
ber of units sold to date and for the 
Steady monthly flow of business 
transacted, but the increase of 39 
per cent. over the first eight months 
of 1928 is a surprise to those en- 
gaged in this retail division of the 
Dallas market.” 

New car registrations month by 
month, as reported by the Dallas 
County Highway Departmen h 
account for 8,691 new motor ve- 
hicles during the first eight months 
for 1928, as compared with 12.146

“The latter part of this letter is all theory, but I think 
that it is sound.” 

Still another manufacturer, putting out a car in the 
Jower price ranges, wrote us as follows: “It is ever difficult 


to sense the automobile buyer’s requirement 
with our own business. But, up to date, our experience 
would indicate that the American buyer has been inclined 
toward the roomier family car. Sporting models are pur- 
chased, but in limited quantities, and are usually a drue on 
the used car market. 

“Wheel treads have been made wider instead of nar-! 
rower, as the result of good hard roads, in an effort to satisfy 
the American demand for room and comfort. 

“It would seem to us that much effort will have to be 
exerted to turn the tide away from multiple cylinders, 
roominess, comfort and ability to negotiate all kinds of 
roads.’

N. J. JOBBERS AID 
TRADE IN DRIVE 


Notify Dealers of Items 
That Will Be in| 
Demand | 


EWARK, N. J., Sept. 23.—Au- 

tomotive jobbers are notifying 
their trade, especially the 1,500 
garages and service stations that 
will be official inspection stations 
in the state-wide safety test. that 
they will be wise to stock up on 
certain replacement items before 
October 1. 

The annual safety drive in New | 
Jersey will be staged from October 
1 to 31, and, according to plans of the 
Motor Vehicle Commissioner, Will- 
iam L. Dill, will be more strict than 
last year. This year New Jersey's in- 
spection will be held in conjunction 
with that of Pennsylvania. 

Jobbers who have studied Com- 
missioner Dill’s plan for this cam- 
paign have issued details for the in- 
spection work for the benefit of 
their trade. They advise the stock- 
ing in sufficient quantities of brake 
linings, horns, steering gear parts. 
headlight and tail-light bulbs, wind- 
Shield wipers and chains for wet 
weather driving } 

Those jobbers taking an active 
part in the campaign have mailed | 
the following summary to the trade 
to aid them in the inspection test: 

“Brake requirements under the 
law are as follows: With two-wheel 
brakes a car going 20 miles an hour 
must stop in 37 feet. With four- 
wheel brakes a car going 20 miles 
an hour must stop in 24.7 feet. With 
emergency, or hand brake, the car 
must stop within 75 feet 

“In the horn inspection, sirens, 
compression or spark plug whistles, 
as prohibited by the motor act, are 
to be removed and replaced, except 
on fire, police or ambulance equip- | 
ment. Steering mechanism is to be 
carefully examined to determine if | 
wearing parts are sufficiently | 
strong. 

“With respect to lighting require- 
ments, the New Jersey law requires | 
twenty-one candle power bulbs in 
headlights. Bulbs showing signs of | 
blackening or discoloration are in- | 
efficient and must be discarded. 
Headlights must be of a type ap- 
proved by the Department of Mo- 
tor Vehicles, with bright reflectors 
and properly adjusted and focussed. | 
All tail lamps must have a red lens. | 

“Other requirements are that cars | 
be equipped with windshield wipers | 
in good working condition; that li- | 
cense tags be securely fastened and 
clearly visible—that is, not obscured | 
by bumpers or other accessories— 
and that every operator be asked to} 
exhibit his driver’s permit.” |
